At a town meeting held in accordance 
|with this warrant, a committee was 
chosen, to whom was referred the matter 
of these articles. This committee attend- 
ed to these duties, and at a meeting held 
April Lith, 1865, they reported that they 
had selected in Lindenwood Cemetery 
| lots Nos. 538 to 549 inclusive, for a

They re- 
ported farther, that “Whether it would 
be best to procure a monument now or 


wait until one can be had for less money 
is a question of expediency. But wheth 
er the town of Stoneham = shall or 
|shall not, at a suitable time and ex- 
pense, erect a memorial to the memory 
of that noble band of nen who have gone 
out from among us, and lost their lives 
in defence of the best government which

| foulest treason ever hatched in this or 
jany other world, is a question of man 
hood, honor and patriotism, They be- 
lieve that whenever the proper time ar- 
rives for erceting this memorial not a
